Sir: - 


I have the honor to state that No. 10 Ajax Coining Press has been taken down, and is now 
being boxed preparatory to shipment to the New Orleans International Exhibition, agreeably to 
the request of the Director. 


In view of the fact that there is but one modern press in the Mint at New Orleans, hence 
the almost certainty of the Press now ready to leave here being retained in that Mint at the close 
of the Exhibition, and also owing to the large coinage of silver most likely to be put upon our 
Mint here, by reason of the crowded condition of the vaults at the San Francisco Mint, I most 
respectfully urge the necessity of securing a new Press for our own use. 


Should my suggestion meet with approval, then I would further suggest that a Press 
corresponding in size to the “Ajax Press” be ordered, with the working parts increased somewhat 
in size, the ball and cap at least two (2) inches layer in diameter, and the pins in the beam one (1) 
inch layer in diameter than those in the “Ajax”. 


Even supposing that No. 10 Press will be returned, our coining facilities would be only 
the more efficient with a new Press of the kind indicated, and not in excess of the requirements 
which will be probably placed upon this Mint.
